LIGHTING 1. PC approved Nick Harrison's quote for anti-vandal lights beneath Town 
Hall canopy. 2. Quotes to be obtained for additional street lamp in The Tchure. 

3. Plans awaited for additional street lamp in Earl's Lane. 

PLAYGROUNDS PC discussed equipment estimates for Deddington (£10, 000 approx) and 
Clifton (£5,000 approx). Grants may be available from CDC. 

WINDMILL CENTRE 1. PC approved estimate for Stage 1 (parking, lighting, approach 
road) of £54,000 approx plus consultancy fees. 2. Clir Reed's report indicated 
that the Middleditch redesign had been confirmed as structually sound by two 
independent experts and would have cost only about £200 to implement. The then PC 
dismissed Middleditch, replacing him with Bond, at an overall cost of £32, 000.

The PC, like the 
community, was in two minds on the issues... A resolution was passed that PC (a) 
appreciates the valuable contribution that. ‘Solar Designs Ltd had made to this 
community by providing flexible and convenient employment for local people, and by 
supporting local initiatives. It would not, wish to see this enterprise leave the 
village; (b) recognises that the success and rapid expansion of Solar Designs Ltd 
has led, not only to loss of amenity to households in close proximity, but to 
environmental strains on a wider basis in the conservation area. (c) urges the 
Planning Authority, in considering whether to allow Solar Designs to proceed with 
further expansion, to recognise the importance of preserving the character of the 
conservation area, whilst balancing this against the employment needs of the 
village, on a long-term basis. PC to remind DC that Solar Designs should be . 
required to comply with the original conditions of the Consent granted in 1982. 
FINANCE PC accepted the Chairman's simplified accounting system separating Parish 
Trust funds from the Precept. 1991/92 estimates were discussed and will be amended 
for presenting at the next meeting. The Auditors have passed last year's accounts, 
including their own bill for £600, representing an unusually heavy work load of 30 
hours. Parish Clerk's salary to, be increased from £90.50 per month to €108. 
ANTI-LITTER Four local businesses responded to PC approach. Suggestions include 
awareness and education campaigns and appointment of a village handyman/cleaner. 
PLANNING Traffic hazards would arise from proposal to convert upstairs flat at 
Centrepoint, Deddington, into offices, using inner courtyard for car parking.

FROM PETER FARLEY, HOPCRAFT LANE, DEDDINGTON 

The correspondence in the October issue was long on opinion and short on fact. 

The fact is that Solar Designs promised to protect the amenity of the residential 
neighbourhood and it must be patently clear to any impartial observer that they 
have failed t6 do this, and that any further development would make the situation 
still worse. Hurling abuse at Solar Designs‘ neighbours, who have given no 
offence, and have beem more patient than the tone of your correspondents’ letters 
suggests they would have been, only reveals the weakness of their argument. 


In common with all ‘tanberd of the community, I appreciate the value of our local 
fire service. It is for this reason that I feel the fourth paragraph of 

Mr Humphries’ letter, in which he writes "In my capacity as officer in charge of 
the local fire service", is the most seriously misleading. I understand that the 
Chief Fire Officer in Banbury completely disassociates the Fire Service from the 
comments made by Mr Humphries and wishes to make it clear to. those who may have 
been alarmed by his comments that whatever happens to Solar Designs, Deddington 
will always be provided with a full and comprehensive service. 


In conclusion, it may be of interest to both correspondents and readers of 

The Deddington News that at a special meeting held in Deddington Town Hall to 

discuss the application submitted by Solar Designs, the principals of that 

company confirmed to my wife and myseif that: 

a they had long since exhausted the available source of labour from Deddington 
and the surrounding area; 

b whatever the outcome of their application, they intended remaining in 
Deddington. 


Without wishing to insult anyone's intelligence, one can only conclude that the. 
jobs of Solar Designs’ employees are secure and the continuing prosperity of 
local shops is assured. 


FROM ALBERT HUMPHRIES, HIGH STREET, DEDDINGTON 

With regard to my letter on Solar Designs in the October issue, whilst crewing 
levels on the fire engine are of great concern to me as the Officer in Charge of 
the local fire station, the views expressed were solely my own opinion and in no 
way represented the views of the County Council or the Chief Fire Officer. 


Furthermore, the final paragraph of my letter may have been slightly misleading. 
Oxfordshire Fire Service operates on a county wide basis, controlled by the. 
central control room at Kidlington. As fires occur and develop, fire appliances 
are moved around the county to cover gaps in the fire cover caused by the fire 
engines which respond (indeed you will note in my reports that we are often ~ 
called to stand by at other stations to provide this cover). Such cover moves, 
which can be reinforced if necesary from neighbouring counties, ensure that if 
Deddington Fire Engine is unable to turn out, or is already out, then the next 
nearest fire engine would be mobilised. Only in the most extreme case would it 
take 20 minutes for a fire engine to attend an incident in a village such as 
Deddington. I must assure readers that while any delay in a fire engine attending 
a fire could threaten the lives of the people inside the property, no dwelling. 
which is properly constructed would burn right down in 20 minutes. 


I apologise for any fears I may have raised with anybody. That was not my 
intention. Any information regarding the provision for fire cover can be 
obtained from the Station Commander at Banbury Fire Station (0295 256035).

DEDDINGTON 150 YEARS AGO 


From the diaries of the Rev Cotton Risley for the month of November 1840, Buffy 
Heywood notes that it was only then that the gallery in the Church was taken down, 
also that it was due to him that the weather vanes were gilded. 

4th November Lymouth and I had a conversation in consequence of his having let 
his tongue run about the organ, the grinders of it, and one or two members of the 
choir ~ gave him ay opinion of his conduct without disguise in the presence of my 
servant, Edmund. He seemed fully ashamed of himself. 

Sth November There was no bonfire in the Market Place this evening - tho’ some 
fireworks were let off and some guns and pistols fired in the streets at divers 
parts of the evening. 

Sth November I read prayers by Samuel Mason's little girl for the Ist time today 
having heard that a Catholic priest had been there; I found such had been the 
case, and tho' he did not see her, he left three tracts for her perusal, all of 
which I brought away with me, the father having assured me a day or two previously 
when talking to him on the subject that he did not approve of the Priest or his 
conduct. 7 

iith November I hired George Herne of Souldern as footman at £14 per annum the 
ist year. 

16th November Went up to the Church, the carpenter began pulling down the old 
galiery ~- the materials were very bad, 

@ird November A fine day ~- our annual fair took place. Walked about the fair 
with the children and took them to Mrs Bennetts to buy some biscuits and 
loilipops. 

25th November W. Hopcraft took down the vanes of the weathercock at the Church 
preparatory to their being repaired and gilt at my expense - they had been painted 
only aforetime. Called at the stamp office and bought some post office stamps. 
Sent Bdmund down to Adderbury, he took some pudding pies to old Nanny, etc. 

30th November Being St Andrew's day F had prayers, having thought it right to 
keep all the Saints days and other festivals of the Church as in bye gone days. 


DEDDINGTON FIRE SERVICE 

FIRE CALLS This month we have received 24 calls - 1 fire at a timber yard, 1 
call to rubbish on fire, 2 chimney fires, 1 electricity transformer on fire, 

1 shed on fire, 3 road traffic accidents, 3 house fires, 2 false alarms with good 
intent, 6 false alarms on automatic systems, and 4 calls to stand by at other fire 
stations, bringing the total number of calls so far this year to 263. 


One of the fires listed above was a house fire with persons reported, which means 
that someone was trapped in the building. We found that the house was a terraced 
three storey property and a women was leaning aut of a top floor window. 
Thankfully she was alright and was able to climb down one of our ladders with a 
little assistance. Once we had dealt with the fire we talked to the lady who told 
us she was in bed asleep and was woken by a domestic smoke detector going off on 
the first floor landing. She opened the bedroom door to find smoke coming up the 
stairs from a fire which had developed in the ground floor kitchen. Luckily there 
was an upstairs telephone. She called the fire service immediately and then went 
up into a top floor bedroom, closed the door and waited for us to arrive. This 
proves just how important it is to have smoke alarms fitted in the home. If this 
family had not had one, the fire would have been a lot worse by the time it was 
discovered and the consequences could have been a great deal worse.
